4. The inventions listed as Groups I & II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the "special 
technical feature" of claims 51-75 is a "sealable enclosure" and/or a "sealable enclosure 
in the form of an elliptical capsule" which are shown in US 2,335,560 to Crane (cited by 
applicant) to lack novelty or inventive step and therefore does not make a contribution 
over the prior art. 

5. Crane discloses a washing machine with an elliptical sealable enclosure/capsule 
mounted for rotation about an axis mid-point of its longer axis.
